Fiscal Matters

As the county’s fiscal officer, 
Auditor Margaret Remy handles all 
the money for Pickaway County. 
Payroll checks for the county’s 225 
employes go through her office along 
with all the county’s bills. 
The county auditor is also the 
computing agent for all real and 
personal property taxes and the sealer 
of the weights and measures. 
There are eight deputy auditors 
serving full-time under Mrs. Remy. 
Three 
are 
employed 
in 
the 
bookkeeping department, Mrs. Helen 
Hammel, Miss Mary J. Lake and Mrs. 
Beatrice Moorehead. 
Mrs. Hammel, who has been with the 
auditor’s office for the past 13 years, 
serves in the capacity of head deputy 
in the bookkeeping department. 
Bookkeeping for the office includes 
taking care of all the county’s bills. 
Each draft is typed on the docket and 
then forwarded to the county com­ 
missioners for approval. When that 
approval is given, the bill returns to 
the auditor’s office and payment is 
made. One of Mrs. Moorehead’s jobs is 
to write the checks for the bills. 
Mrs. Hammel posts incoming and 
outgoing money in the auditor’s 
ledger, the appropriation ledger and 
the court warrant journal. 
Jurors and witnesses from probate, 
common pleas and even municipal 
court are given court warrants instead 
of checks. These warrants can be 
cashed at the treasurer’s office for 
payment of the services of the juror or 
witness. 
Each warrant is posted three times 
in the auditor’s office. 
At the end of each month, the 
bookkeeping department prepares a 
financial statement which is then 
balanced with the county treasurer’s 
figures for the month. Mrs. Remy said 
the two offices provided an excellent 
check and balance system. 
All purchases within the county 
offices are also made through the 
auditor’s office. Mrs. Remy has 
initiated a new policy which cuts down 
on some of the paper work. Before she 
took office, all purchases were first 
given a purchase order number. Now, 
only purchases over $100 are given the 
number. 
Estate taxes are also figured in the 
bookkeeping 
departm ent. 
Mrs. 
Hammel said that if an estate is un­ 
probated for over nine months, she 
must then figure interest at the rate of 
six per cent per year. The interest is 
always figured at that rate but on a 
daily basis. 
Animal claims also go through the 
office. 


At first glance, the job of the payroll 
clerk seems minor but a closer look 
proves it to be quite complicated. Miss 
I .ake must keep worksheets on each of 
the county’s more than 225 employes. 
She must also figure all retirement, 
withholding taxes, insurance, work­ 
m an’s compensation, and other 
deductions for each and every em­ 
ploye. 


County employes are paid every two 
weeks. During an average two-pay 
month, Miss Lake pays out over 
$113,000 in salaries. There are about 13 
different funds through which the 
different salaries are appropriated. 
A sheet is posted outside the 
auditor’s door explaining how much 
money is left at the end of each month 
in each of the payroll accounts. 
Tax money collected in the county is 
distributed four times a year to the 
different 
subdivisions, 
schools, 
townships and corporations. Personal 
property tax is distributed twice a 
year. 
Settlements from real estate taxes 
and public utilities are made twice a 
year after the books have been closed 
out. Mrs. Remy calls these the 
February and August settlements. 
Many of the moneys which originally 
go to the state auditor’s office are then 
returned to the county office for 
disbursement. Gasoline excise tax and 
income taxes which are collected on 
the state level are then divided up 
among the counties according to 
population 
and other regulating 
factors. Mrs. Remy’s office then 
makes a pay-in to the treasurer’s of­ 
fice and writes the checks to the 
recipients. 
All federal and state money which is 
to be distributed locally also comes 
through her office. 
Mrs. Maxine Wilson does all the 
personal property tax work. She says 
that the personal property taxes are 
filed between Feb. 15 and April 30. 
Intercounty returns including the 
large plants of RCA, PPG, Owens- 
Illinois and DuPont come in during 
August. 
Due to these intercounty returns, 
Mrs. Wilson said her big settlement 
was always in the latter half of the 
year. She keeps records of personal 
property returns back five years. 
Records of earlier returns are 
discarded. 
Like in the real estate taxes, the 
personal property tax department has 
a delinquent list. It has to be filed and 
published each year. 
Money from the returns is split up in 
a similar manner as real estate taxes 
among the various corporations,

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Majority 
Democrats on the Senate Finance 
Committee now are trying to find 
funds to make up a budget deficit of $94 
million rather than the $40 million they 
announced earlier.

Senate Democrats have all but 
stopped talk about a possible tax in­ 
crease to bring the big two-year 
spending bill into balance. Their ad­ 
mission of a $94 million deficit com­ 
pares with a Republican adminis­ 
tration claim that it is $141 million 
short. 
Meshel indicated the committee will 
do some paring on the bill rather than 
entertaining amendments to increase 
spending, which a tax increase would 
CIA Engineered 
Assassination, 
Newspaper Says 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - U.S. 
Rep. James Stanton, D-Ohio, has 
confirmed 
that 
the 
Central 
Intelligence Agency successfully 
engineered the assassination of at 
least one foreign leader, the Plain 
Dealer said today. 
Stanton, of Cleveland, is chairman of 
a House subcommittee investigating 
the Cl A. 
In a copyrighted story from 
Washington, The Plain Dealer said 
Stanton refused to name the victim but 
confirmed for the first time that a CIA- 
backed assassination plot was suc­ 
cessful. 
The House subcommittee opens 
hearings Friday, when CIA Director 
William E. Colby is scheduled to ap­ 
pear. The Ohio Congressman has said 
he plans to make public as much about 
his CIA investigation as possible. 
The Plain Dealer quoted Stanton as 
saying in response to a question that it 
was his understanding that there were 
assassination attempts “in which the 
CIA participated.” 
Asked if any of the attempts were 
successful, Stanton said, “One. In one 
instance, and the record will show it 
when it’s disclosed. Ifs my under­ 
standing that there was a successful 
attempt.” 
Committees of both the House and 
Senate have been given information 
from President Ford’s Rockefeller 
Commission on its investigation of the 
CIA. Ford had ordered the commission 
to

references 
to 
assassination plots from public 
reports, saying that information was 
too sensitive. 
But the information was turned over 
to Congressional committees and to 
the Justice Department. 
The Plain Dealer said there has been 
speculation that the CIA was involved

The House putoff 
until today a vote on a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment that would 
Production 
Employment 
Level Drops

- 
Employment of Ohio production 
workers and other nonsupervisory 
personnel has dropped 9 per cent from 
April 1974 levels. 


Statistics released Wednesday by 
the Ohio State University Center for 
Business and Economic Research 
show employment in this category 
which excludes agricultural, govern­ 
mental and public education employes 
also experienced a drop of 8 per cent 
for the first four months of this year 
compared with the same period in 
1974. 


Of all industries in the report, only 
mines and quarries showed an em­ 
ployment increase, of 6 per cent in the 
April-April comparisons and 5 per cent 
in the four-month comparisons, the 
center said.

year 
were 
miscellaneous manufacturing and 
lumber products, both down 22 per 
cent. Vehicle manufacturers reported 
employment off ll per cent in April 
from April 1974. 
Construction employment dropped

average loss for all other state in­ 
dustries was 14 and 13 per cent. 


In addition, the center said all eight 
of the major Ohio city-county areas 
surveyed showed declines from April 
to April, ranging from 5 per cent in 
Dayton (Montgomery County) to 13 
per cent in Columbus (Franklin). 
Others were: Toledo (Lucas) and 
Youngstown (Mahoning), both 7 per

hoga), 8 per cent; and Canton (Stark), 
12 per cent.

Common Law 
Marriage May 
Be Abolished 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - One of 
the best-known and least-understood 
aspects of the law, the common law 
marriage, would be abolished under 
the terms of a bill passed Wednesday 
by the House. 
The lower chamber voted 50-44 in 
favor of a bill abolishing the form of 
wedlock, but held the bill on its 
calendar through a technical motion. 
The bill would void common law 
marriages entered into after Dec. 31, 
1976. 
It 
would 
not 
affect 
such 
marriages in effect before that date. 
Supporters said the bill would 
remove an obsolete provision of law 
and spare the heartbreak to a widow or 
widower who thought they had a 
common law marriage, but didn’t 
realize certain legal requirements 
must be met to make it valid. 
Persons caught in that trap can be 
denied insurance benefits, pensions 
and inheritances. 
The bill met strong opposition, 
however, from House members who 
argued that common law marriage is a 
respectable institution which doesn’t 
deserve to be stigmatized.

Mrs. Gandhi 
Barred From 
Public Office 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - A judge 
convicted Prim e Minister Indira 
Gandhi today of wrongfully using 
government officials in her last suc­ 
cessful campaign for Parliament and 
barred her from public office for six 
years. But a spokesman for Mrs. 
Gandhi said she would remain in office 
while appealing to the Supreme Court 
to set aside the conviction. 
The judge in sentencing the 57-year- 
old prime minister stayed the sentence 
for 20 days so she could appeal. Her 
spokesman said the appeal would 
probably be filed Friday, and it was 
expected to include a request that the 
Supreme Court continue the stay on 
the sentence until it decided on the 
appeal. 
That could take months. 
Mrs. Gandhi has headed the Indian 
government since January 1966 and is 
the first Indian prime minister to be 
threatened with ouster by judicial 
process. Her two predecessors — her 
father, Jawaharlal Nehru, and Lai 
Bahadur Shastri — died in office. 
Mrs. Gandhi was convicted by Judge 
Jag Mohanlal Sinha in Allahabad, her 
hometown in northern India which 
gave her a landslide, 183,000-to-71,000- 
vote victory in 1971 over Raj Narain, a 
Socialist. 
Narain went to court with a number 
of charges under the corrupt practices 
act. The trial was lengthy, with 60 
witnesses for the prosecution and 37 
for the defense. Mrs. Gandhi herself 
took the stand for two days, the first 
prime minister since independence in 
1947 to appear in court. She denied all 
the charges. 
Judge Sinha found Mrs. Gandhi 
innocent of most of the charges against 
her, including that she exceeded the 
$4,500 limit on campaign expenditures, 
that she campaigned in Indian air 


force aircraft, that her campaign sym­ 
bol — a cow and a calf — was a veiled 
religious appeal to the Hindu majority 
and that her supporters tried to bribe 
voters by distributing free blankets 
and clothes. 
But he found her guilty of the chief 
charge against her: that she used 
government officials in her campaign, 
including Yashpal Kapoor, a member 
of her secretariat in New Delhi when 
the campaign started. 
Mrs. Gandhi is the daughter of the 
late Jawaharlal Nehru, one of the 
towering figures of Indian nationalism 
and the country’s prime minister from 
independence in 1947 until 1964. 
Her father’s associates picked her to 
be prime minister after the death of 
Nehru’s successor, L.B. Shastri, in 
1966 because they thought they could 
control her. But in 1969 she split the 
party in a battle with its conservative 
leaders, vigorously pushed a program 
of socialist policies and in 1971 con­ 
solidated her power with a smashing 
victory. 
Mrs. Gandhi’s popularity reached its 
peak at the beginning of 1972 following 
India’s decisive victory over Pakistan 
in the war that won independence for 
Bangladesh. But since then the 
government has been buffeted by 
massive recurrent problems it has 
been unable to solve, including 
population increase, drought and food 
shortage, lagging industrial ex­ 
pansion, sectionalism and corruption.

Amendments Offered To Cut Budget Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — More 
than five dozen amendments were 
offered Wednesday night to a proposed 
state budget bill already $94 million 
out of balance by conservative esti­ 
mates. 
Most of the amendments, which 
came from members of both parties, 
proposed corrections 
and 
clar­ 
ifications in the bill, which would 
finance state operations beginning 
July I. 
Some amendments proposed new 
spending however. 
Senate Finance Chairman Harry 
Meshel, D-33 Youngstown, whose 
committee is working on the $10.7 
billion, House-passed document, said 
Democrats now have hiked their 
deficit estimate to $94 million. 
The hike, from an earlier $40 million 


figure, resulted from downward 
revisions in projected revenue for the 
next biennium by the Legislative 
Budget Office, the chairman said. 
Dick Sheridan of the budget office 
said a $40 million deficit is expected as 
a result of lapsed funds being spent by 
the state instead of being carried over, 
as had been anticipated. The new $54 
million, he said, comes from projec­ 
tions of declining receipts resulting 
from the troubled economy. 
Howard L. Collier, GOP Gov. James 
A. Rhodes’ budget director, claims the 
Democratic measure—which replaced 
the governor’s budget proposal—is 
about $141 million short of being 
balanced. 
Meshel indicated Democrats are 
cooling talk about a possible tax in­ 
crease to make up the shortfall, and 


instead will be trying to find places to 
make cuts. The cuts will be “selec­ 
tive,” he said. 
Forty-six of the amendments offered 
Wednesday night came from the 
legislative Budget Office and the 
Office of Budget and Management, 
headed by Collier. Those amendments, 
along with 16 submitted by committee 
members, were taken under study. 


Sen. Douglas Applegate, 
D-30 
Steubenville, offered a series that 
would, among other things, add 
$190,000 to the budget of the Com­ 
mission on Aging, $1 million to the 
health department for its hemophilia 
program, $179,000 for tourism pro­ 
grams and make the state’s property 
tax rollback law a permanent statute 
instead of having it expire in 1977, as 


has been. proposed. 
Sen. Paul E. Gillmor, R-2 Port 
Clinton, proposed amendments that 
would, among other things, add $3.8 
million to the Department of Taxation 
for field auditors and restore a House 
cut of $16 million in the outlay for the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation along with $14 
million cut by the House in funds of the 
Department of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections. 


Gillmor also proposed restoring cuts 
of $5 million and $12 million, respec­ 
tively, in aerations for the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources and three 
state pension plans. 
Democrats said they hope to resolve 
the deficit problems and have the bill 
ready for Senate floor vote Tuesday.

DETROIT (AP) - Chrysler Corp.’s 
Imperial, the regal luxury car which is 
selling like a pauper, is being killed off 
a half-century after its 1926 debut, 
industry sources say. 
Chrysler, which built its reputation 
on prestigious, top-of-the-line models, 
is abandoning the U.S. luxury car 
market to General Motors’ dominant 
Cadillac and Ford’s revitalized Lin­ 
coln. 
Industry observers say the phasing 
out of the Imperial is an economy 
move forced by dwindling sales and a 
trend towards smaller cars. 
Officially, Chrysler has no comment 
about its 1976 model plans until this 
summer. However, industry sources 
say the Imperial’s demise is certain 
this fall. 
United Auto Workers officials say 
there are no plans to continue Imperial 
production at Detroit’s Jefferson 
Avenue plant where the car is assem­ 
bled. 
The sources say Chrysler will pass 
along the Imperial body and design to 
the full-size New Yorker Brougham. 
New Yorker buyers will miss four- 
wheel disc brakes, which came ex­ 
clusively on the Imperial, and the 


Imperial’s automatic load leveler, 
which will be available only as an 
additional-cost option. 
Some say the Imperial died two 
years ago, but is only being buried this 
fall. 
In past years, the Imperial had a 
distinct appearance setting it apart 
from other full-size Chryslers. But in 
1974, when the firm introduced a 
restyled lineup, the Imperial became a 
copy of the New Yorker with slight 
differences in body style. 
In 1957, Imperial’s best sales year, 
Chrysler sold 34,500 models to capture 
15 per cent of the high-profit luxury car 
market. The car has been running 
downhill ever since. 
In 1960, sales fell to 16,000, or less 
than 9 per cent of the luxury segment. 
A decade later, Imperial sales were 
down to 10,500 — less than 5 per cent of 
the luxury market. 
Fewer than 3,000 Imperials have 
been sold so far this year — a 55 per 
cent decline from last year. The 
Imperial’s share of the market has 
shrunk to 2 per cent. 
A four-door Imperial is listed at 
$8,894 this year, up 13 per cent from the 
1974 model and about double the price 
of an average car.

MACHIAS, Maine (AP) — Two 
hundred years ago today, 20 angry 
frontier lumbermen armed with pit­ 
chforks seized a British warship that 
had come here for wood to build 
barracks in Boston. 
The episode in Machias Bay was the 
first naval battle of the American 
Revolution. Fought 300 miles up the 
coast from Lexington and far from 
colonial commercial centers, it was 
called the “Lexington of the Sea’’ by 
pioneer writer James Fennimore 
Cooper. 
The battle, which is being reenacted 
today, pitted the British schooner 
Margaretta against its own escort 
sloop, the Unity. The young patriots 
had sneaked the Unity out from under 
the British noses and used it to capture 
the Margaretta. 
News of the patriot victory spread 
rapidly and boosted the colonists’ 
morale. The Unity was renamed the 
Machias Liberty and within a few 
weeks had captured the British naval 
schooner Diligent. 
The Margaretta came up from 
Boston on June 2,1775, with the Unity

To Hike Crude 
Prices Oct. I 


LIBREVILLE, Gabon (AP) - m e 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries says that it intends to raise 
the prices of crude oils on Oct. I. 


A communique issued Wednesday 
night at the end of the three-day OPEC 
ministerial meeting in Libreville said 
the 13-nation cartel would stand by its 
current price freeze scheduled to 
expire Sept. 30. 


“However, in view of increasing 
inflation, the depreciation of the value 
of the dollar and the consequent 
erosion of the real value of the oil 
revenues of member countries, the 
conference decided to readjust crude 
oil prices as from Oct. I, 1975,’’ the 
communique declared. 


Algeria and Iraq had pressed for 
immediate price increases to com­ 
pensate for inflation losses which they 
estimated at almost 40 per cent. 
Mohamed Yaganeh, the governor of 
Iran’s Central Bank, told reporters the 
October increase should be around 35 
per cent, but it was thought likely the 
cartel would agree on a lower increase 
to avoid further disruption to the 
economies of the less affluent in­ 
dustrialized countries. 
The conference also agreed to delay 
abandonment of the dollar as the basis 
for the computation of oil prices until 
the end of September. The delegates 
agreed Tuesday to compensate for the 
devaluation of the dollar by figuring 
prices in the International Monetary 
Fund’s special drawing rights, or 
SDR’s, a rate of exchange computed 
by averaging 16 national currencies.

It 
had been nearly two months since the 
“shot heard round the world” was 
fired at Lexington. 
The sloops, both loaded with supplies 
to trade for wood, belonged to Captain 
Ichabod Jones, a wealthy Boston mer­ 
chant. He had the colonists at a distinct 
disadvantage and he knew it. 
People in Machias feared hunger 
that spring. 
On May 25,1775, they had written a 
letter 
to 
the

of 
Massachusetts Bay, noting that they 
had had a hard time getting provisions 
since the previous fall’s severe 
drought. 
The IOO families of Machias asked 
for help and noted with pride, “We 
have not purchased any food of those 
persons whom we suppose to be 
inimical to our country.” 
But when the Margaretta arrived, 
her guns were fixed on the colonists’ 
homes. A town meeting was called 
June 6, and the people of Machias 
voted to give Captain Jones the lumber 
in exchange for food. 
But Jones and British LL James 
Moore made two drastic mistakes. 
Immediately after the town meeting, 
Jones brought the Unity and the Polly 
down to the town wharf and began dis­ 
tributing the goods and loading lum­ 
ber. But he refused to distribute 
provisions to people who had voted 
against him in the meeting. 
The second mistake was Lt. Moore’s. 
He insisted the townspeople take down 
their Liberty Pole, a tall pine with its 
limbs and foliage cut except for a tuft 
on top. 
Machias held another town meeting 
and vehemently refused to touch the 
Liberty Pole, which stood in a 
prominent place in town. 
Tradition has it that on Monday, 
June 12, Joseph Wheaton and Dennis 
O’Brien decided to make off with the 
Unity. Two other young men joined 
them and they rowed out to the sloop. 
The captain protested, but the four 
colonists piloted the Unity back to the 
wharf. 
Dennis O’Brien’s older brother, 
Jeremiah, took command of the Unity, 
and 35 patriots set out to take the well- 
armed Margaretta. They themselves 
were armed with 20 fowling pieces and 
a number of pitchforks, clubs and 
axes. 
The 
Unity 
approached 
the 
Margaretta, demanded her surrender 
and was answered with a warning that 
she would fire. 
“Fire and be damned!” responded a 
patriot. 
The two vessels exchanged fire, and 
Lt. Moore was killed. Twenty colonists 
armed with pitchforks boarded the 
Margaretta and an hour later the 
battle was over. Two patriots were 
dead and four wounded. 
The four-day bicentennial cel­ 
ebration of the patriots’ victory will 
include a memorial service for 
Jeremiah O’Brien and a fish chowder 
dinner.

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Senate OKS Changes 
In Probate Court 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The first 
major changes in Ohio’s probate court 
system in 40 years are included in a 
major bill approved 31-0 by the Senate 
Wednesday. 
Sen. David L. Headley, D-28 Bar­ 
berton, said it speeds up the handling 
of probate cases and generally gives 
surviving spouses more consideration 
than they get under present law. 
Headley, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, said 
the 
proposal is similar to a bill that passed 
both houses at the last session but died 
in a joint conference committee. 
Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cin­ 
cinnati, and attorney and cosponsor, 
and others commended the judiciary 
committee for its work on the vol­ 
uminous measure. Aronoff said it will 
permit the handling of estates 
“quickly, cheaply and equitably.” 
Headley’s bill has two major thrusts, 
he said. First, it speeds up the handling 
of cases in probate courts by taking out 
of the law a provision that prohibits the 
distribution of estates for six months. 
This time period, changed to four 
months by the measure, is to allow for 
possible challenges of wills. 
Secondly, the Senate judiciary 
chairman said it provides a new 
method for dividing an estate between 
a surviving spouse and children when 
no will is left. 
Under the present law, the spouse is 
entitled to three-fourths of the estate if 
there are no children, with the other 
one-fourth going to the parents of the 
deceased. Under the bill, the spouse 
would receive all the estate. 
Present law provides that if there is 
a surviving spouse and one of more 
children, one-third goes to the spouse 
and the remainder is divided equally 
among children or their descendants. 
Headley’s bill, which now goes to the 
House, entitles the spouse to the first 
$30,000 plus one-third of the balance.

Democratic-controlled committee 
approved legislation today creating a 
state energy agency, but supporters of 
the plan failed to gain bipartisan en­ 
dorsement. 
The House Energy and Environment 
Committee recommended passage of 
the Democratic proposal 7-3. A 
Republican 
legislator 
joined 
Democrats in approval, but three 
other GOP representatives voted 
against it and a fourth passed. 
Democrats need seven Republican 
votes on the House floor to assure that 
the legislation can pass with the two- 
thirds majority required for im­ 
mediate enactment. Senate Re­ 
publicans denied the bill emergency 
status when it passed the upper 
chamber last month. 
Republican objections in the Senate 
focused on the expansion of the cen­ 
ter’s ninemember board to 15, 
assuring Democratic control.

Observing Magna Carta 


June, 1975, marks the 760th 
anniversary of the signing of 
the Magna Carta by King 
John The great tradition of 


rule 
by 
law 
under 
which 
English-speaking 
peoples 
have lived dates from that 
moment. 


It 
was 
essentially 
a 
reactionary 
document 
to 
which John set his seal in 1215. 
Its main purpose was to insure 
the feudal rights and dues and 
baronial privileges. But it did 


contain Chapter 39, which says 
in part: 


“ No 
freem an 
shall 
be 
arrested and imprisoned, or 
dispossessed, or outlawed, or 
banished, or in any way 
molested; nor will we set forth 
against him, nor send against 
him, 
unless 
by 
lawful 
judgment of his peers and by 
the laws of the land.” 


Thus was the principle of the 
subjection of all power to law 
established for the English- 


speaking 
world. 
British 
lawyers and courts later 
liberalized the Magna Carta 
greatly by interpretation, and 
Parliament in 1689 adopted the 
document known as the Bill of 
Rights. 
When it came to fashioning 
our 
own 
instrum ents 
of 
freedom, they were modeled 
closely upon the principles of 
Magna 
Carta, 
and 
the 
observance of the anniversary 
is of equal significance here 
and in Britain.

NEW YORK (AP) — The depressed 
job market, with unemployment at 9.2 
per cent and probably headed higher, 
is expected to be especially unac­ 
commodating for youth this summer. 
The matter is made worse by an 
increase in the number of job seekers 
age 16 to 24 years. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics estimates this group will be 
about 550,000 greater this July than it 
was a year ago. 
The tough times in the job market 
apply not only to those seeking tem­ 
porary or part-time work to help pay 
their college tuition, but for those 
youngsters embarking on careers. 
As usual, the unskilled face the worst 
situation, but even for college 
graduates the prospects are poor. In 
May, the College Placement Council 
revised its outlook downward. It now 
expects hiring to be 18 per cent below a 
year ago. 
The 
council 
commented 
that 
“employers do not expect appreciable 
improvement in hiring until possibly 
next spring,” meaning the spring of 
1976. Many graduates are expected to 
be idle for many Months. 
While over-all unemployment is 
expected to recede slowly, the longest 
wait of all will probably be among the 
teen-age unemployed. 
Within that category is the most 


startling unemployment statistic of 
all, that for black teen-agers. A year 
ago April these youngsters ex­ 
perienced a jobless rate of more than 
30 per cent. This April it was 40.2 per 
cent. 
The horror story doesn’t stop there, 
however. These are national averages, 
and doubtless are considerably below 
the real jobless rates in some of the 
densely populated inner city areas. 
No criterion seems to have been 
developed to measure the social and 
political 
consequences 
of 
this 
situation, but nobody doubts that 
serious damage is being done. 
One immediate consequence, if the 
past is a criterion, could be a summer 
of unrest and frustration in some of the 
inner cities, or at least an amount of 
tension that could test civic leadership. 
For the longer term the social and 
personal consequences might be 
worse. Thousands of young people will 
be forced to accept whatever they can 
obtain rather than taking on jobs that 
will further their ambitions and fit 
their talents. 
The only effective answer seems to 
be to get the system moving again — to 
get production to expand, consumers 
to buy, people to express confidence. 
But the formula is elusive and the 
achievement remains distant.

The 1975 budget for Chicago — the 
nation’s second largest city — is just 
under $1.1 billion, an expenditure of 
about $325 for each of the city’s 
3,369,357 residents. 
Los Angeles spends about $263 per 
resident; Philadelphia spends $504; 
Detroit spends $510; Cleveland, which 
some experts believe may face finan­ 
cial trouble in the future, spends 
$146.77. 
Why does financially strapped New 
York pay so much more? 
It has more employes, for one 
reason. And it pays for many items 
that, in other areas, are financed by 
county and state governments with 
broader tax bases. 
Of the three largest cities — New 
York, Chicago and Los Angeles — only 
New York includes welfare ex­ 
penditures in its city budget. In other 
areas, welfare is a function of county 
or state government. 
There are one million persons on 
welfare in New York. The current 
annual welfare budget is $4 billion, of 
which the city paid $2.27 billion. 
Chicago has 641,000 persons on 
welfare. All the money for these people 
comes from the state and federal 
governments. 
Chicago’s city budget does not in­ 
clude education or hospitals. Neither 
does Los Angeles . New York’s budget 
includes $3.25 billion for education and 
$1.3 billion for health and hospitals. 
Philadelphia spends $442.8 million on 
its public school system. The money is 
raised mainly through city real estate 
taxes, but is handled in a separate 
school district budget. 
The size of the New York payroll is 
demonstrated in per capita figures 
showing it has fewer residents per 
employe. 
New York has one fireman for every 
658 residents; Chicago has one fireman 
for every 756. New York has one 
policeman for every 263 residents; 
Chicago has one for every 292. New 
York has one sanitation worker for 
every 718 residents; Chicago has one 


for every 1,232. 
The current New York City budget 
includes $1.7 billion for the 53,000 
policemen, firemen and sanitation 
workers. 
In order to pay the bills, New York 
has had to borrow money. Some ex­ 
perts on urban affairs estimate that 
New York City accounts for 30 per cent 
of all the short-term borrowing in the 
country. 
New York had hoped to borrow 
another $1.7 billion but underwriting 
syndicates — who buy the bonds, then 
resell them —said no. That put the city 
in its current financial bind. 
In an effort to avoid disaster, the city 
and state agreed to create the 
Municipal Assistance Corp., dubbed 
Big Mac, a new state agency to 
refinance the city’s short-term debt 
and revise fiscal practices.

borrowing and requires a balanced 
budget. Like most other cities, New 
York already is prohibited from deficit 
financing, but often has wound up in 
debt due to complex maneuvering. 
Pathologist 
Says Report 
Distorted 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)— Forensic 
pathologist Cyril H. Wecht Wednesday 
called the Rockefeller Report of his be­ 
liefs a “gross misrepresentation and 
deliberate distortion.” 


Speaking to the Ohio Osteopathic 
Association, Wecht, a leading ad­ 
vocate of the theory that more than one 
person killed President John Kennedy, 
said the commission had tried to use 
him to validate the belief that the 
president was shot by one person. 


“The essence of my testimony was to 
show through medical and scientific 
data that two gunmen were involved in 
shooting the president,” Wecht said. 


Wecht said his efforts have been th­ 
warted by people who have too much 
at stake financially to abandon the 
officially recognized Warren Com­ 
mission report that the president was 
shot by only one man. 


“I believe that the president was 
shot by two people,” Wecht said, “and 
that is correctly called a conspiracy or 
political assassination.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Bicycling 
wasn’t even in the picture, that day 
years ago when my doctor pumped a 
few times on the bulb attached to my 
arm and fiddled with the valve. 


“It’s a little high, bambino,” he 
announced airily. “But nothing we 
can’t take care of. We have high blood 
pressure licked these days.” Life 
passed before the eyes like a “B” 
movie. 


So there were the pills, and the 
admonitions to get the fat off, cut out 
the vino, eat sensibly and exercise. 
I tried jogging—not so satisfying, I 
found. It takes 90 per cent of your 
output and the terrain is always 
bouncing in front of your eyeballs. All 
hygiene and no fun. Then I got a 10- 
speed bike. 
Among all those wheels within 
wheels, tapered aluminum tubes, 
delicate gear changers, spidery 
cables, spokes, levers and sprockets, a 
fading bachelor found love. Sorry, 
girls. 
Shortly, the patient was huff puffing 
on the lovely, steep hills of this lovely 
city. Five, IO, sometimes 15 miles a 
day, learning to work the fore and aft 
derailleurs gently without getting the 
drive chain hung up; getting used to 
the spearlike seat, the bentover 
position, the toe clips, the motorists 
trying to destroy you. 
Together, man and bike impart 
stoutness of heart and lung, and 
strength to the rougher muscles. With 
a leisurely view of the countryside in 
the bargain. 
And so the patient became one of the 
some IOO million American bike freaks 
who rejoice on two wheels for what­ 
ever: transportation, fun, exercise; 
this is the exhilarating “ youth 


machine” of Dr. Paul Dudley White, 
who lived well into his eighth decade, 
cycling all the while. 
From strictly local trips around 
town we, bike and I, expanded beyond 
the city limits. 
Within a year, buddy Bob Wiebusch 
and I were casually cranking out 75- 
mile round trips in a day. 
In two years we learned something 
about hills. They’re not really such 
ogres to the cyclist, if you psych u p - 
put your head “in a different place.” 
A 15-degree hill can be murder on a 
bike even in the lowest gear, if you 
fight it. I used to use major force on the 
pedals to get it over with, then stand on 
top of the hill, heart banging, sucking 
in air like a crazy man. No more. 
On the hill, I go as slow as possible, 
eyes on the road right in front of the 
wheel, breathing deeply, excluding all 
thoughts except of the machine under 
me, of how it too was making the 
supreme effort matching stroke for 
stroke, all parts in dynamic tension. I 
think about the bike and what it is 
doing. 
The power of my muscles press 
down on the pedals, forcing the cranks 
to revolve the sprocket and turn the 
drive chain with its hundreds of mov­ 
ing parts. Round go the ball bearings, 
round go the wheels on torque 
delivered through spaghetti-thin 
spokes. The bike moves slowly, slowly 
up the hill. Stroke, pedals, bearings, 
chain, spokes, tires. All good friends, 
working very hard. Instead of jam­ 
ming the pedals down, they are 
caressed, heel down at the bottom of 
each stroke. 
Soon we, bike and I, are on top of the 
hill. 
Incidentally, doc says the blood 
pressure is fine these days.

Is Senatorial Candidate 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — Tom 
Hayden, a radical student leader in the 
1960s, has a new slogan: 
1960s 
radicalism has become 1970s common 
sense. 
Now 35 years old, Hayden says he 
will run against incumbent John 
Tunney in the 1976 Democratic 
primary race for the U.S. Senate. 
In 1969, Hayden was a defendant in 
the Chicago Seven trial and was 
acquitted of conspiracy and contempt 
charges. Until the Vietnam war ended, 
Hayden fought continued U.S. war aid 
to Indochina. 
In 1973, he married actress Jane 
Fonda, an antiwar activist. 


They settled down in a rambling, 
two-story frame house near the beach 
at Santa Monica, and Hayden worked 
as a freelance writer when he wasn't 
doing antiwar work. 
Now the war is over, and Hayden 
wants to be a member of the U.S. 
Senate. 
“You know, it’s not just because the 
war is over,” Hayden joked at a 
cocktail party a few hours before his 
recent announcement that he would 
run against Tunney next June. 
At the party, Hayden wore a jacket 
and tie. His bushy brown hair was 
collar-length. His wife sat near him, 
listening to him speak. 
The cocktail party in a book-lined 
Sacramento living room was a long 
way from the ‘60s when Hayden helped 
found the Students for a Democratic 
Society—SDS—at the University of 
Michigan. 
Hayden explained his evolution the 
next day at a news conference. 
“The radicalism of the ‘60s is fast 
becoming the common sense of the 
‘70s,” said Hayden.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Dayton 
legislator has proposed a study to 
determine if the state can find a way to 
continue providing auxiliary aid to 
nonpubUc schools without violating a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision. 
The high court last month over­ 
turned the state’s parochaid law that 
authorized state funding of certain

Edward J. Orlett, D-34 Dayton, 
said he would introduce a resolution in 
the House directing the Legislative 
Service Commission to appoint a 
House-Senate 
committee to in­ 
vestigate “possible means” of con­ 
tinuing the aid. 
“The loss of this support would 
compound the serious financial 
problems facing nonpublic schools, 
and would threaten the curtailment or 
loss of such services as guidance and 
testing, programs for the han­

bring around some voters who look on 
him as a dangerous kook. But Hayden, 
son of a Detroit accountant for 
Chrysler, takes the long view. 
“Walter Reuther, the late president 
of the United Auto Workers, got 
banged on the head and was con­ 
sidered a violent agitator in the ’30s. 
Anybody trying to do something has a 
label, and if you don’t have a label, it 
means you haven’t done anything in 
the last IO years,” Hayden said. 
He also knows people most readily 
associate him with the Chicago Seven 
trial and his wife. 
“I don’t regard that as a bad thing. 
The plus is there are an awful lot of 
people who supported the peace 
movement and who want a serious 
candidate and not some polite, well- 
scrubbed person who has never been in 
trouble.”

prospects declined last month in some 
central and Plains states but improved 
in other areas. The Kansas crop, for 
example, was put at 377.6 million 
bushels, down 11.8 million from the 
May I estimate. 
The department’s Crop Reporting 
Board said winter wheat is expected to 
yield an average of 32 bushels per har­ 
vested acre, up from 29.5 bushels in 
1974. 
In a related report, the department 
also said Tuesday that despite a slow 
start the winter wheat harvest im­ 
proved the past week and that by June 
8 about 18 per cent of the Texas crop 
was harvested. Even so, that trailed 
last year’s pace of 32 per cent on the 
same date and a norm of 26 per cent. 
The production report did not in­ 
clude estimates for spring wheat but 
USDA experts have projected the 1975 
crop at about 525 million bushels if 
farmers get normal yields. 
Thus, including the winter wheat 
forecast, total U.S. wheat production 
could exceed 2.1 billion bushels this 
year, up substantially from the 1974 
record of less than 1.8 billion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - This year’s 
spring onion crop is 18 per cent smaller 
than 
1974 production, 
but the 
strawberry harvest is expected to be 
up 2 per cent, says the Agriculture 
Department. 
Spring onion output in Texas, 
Arizona and California is estimated at 
5.1 million hundredweight, down from 
nearly 6.2 million last year, the de­ 
partment’s Crop Reporting Board 
said. The yield per acre is up from a 
year ago, but farmers planted fewer 
acres. 
The spring strawberry crop in 21 
major producing states was estimated 
at 5.4 million hundredweight, up from 
5.3 million last season, the board said. 
Growers had slightly fewer acres of 
strawberries for harvest this spring 
but yields are up, officials said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Food prices 
have gone up but consumers can buy 
more for one hour’s pay than they 
could 25 years ago, partly because 
wages have risen even faster, says the 
Agriculture Department. 
For example, the average U.S. 
factory worker earned enough in one 
hour to buy 10.1 pounds of white bread 
in 1950 and 12.8 pounds in 1974. 
The wage-food comparison was in a 
pamphlet issued Tuesday by USDA 
called “ Agriculture USA” which 
outlined the over-all financial picture 
of farmers and their production. 
In addition to bread, examples of 
food which could be bought with one 
hour’s pay included: frying chickens 
2.4 pounds in 1950 and 7.9 pounds in 
1974; milk 7.5 quarts and 11.2 quarts; 
butter 2 pounds and 4.7 pounds; eggs 
2.4 dozen and 5.6 dozen; and pork 
chops 1.9 pounds and 2.8 pounds.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Americans 
tread over more water every day than 
they use. Government studies com­ 
piled by irrigation specialists at the L. 
B. Foster Company, a major supplier 
of steel pipe products, indicate more 
than 90 per cent of U.S. fresh water 
sources are under the ground. Nearly 
75 per cent of U.S. ground is literally 
afloat over 47.5 billion acre feet of 
water, enough to last 7,000 years at 
current use rates, the studies say. 


Oil Exporters 
Postpone Price 
Hike Decision 


IJBREVILLE, Gabon (AP) - The 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries has postponed its decision on 
the substantial increase in the price of 
crude oil that it expects to make in the 
fall. 
Valentin Hernandez Acosta of 
Venezuela, the current chairman of 
the oil cartel, said the delegates to the 
OPEC conference that opened Monday 
agreed to decide on a price increase to 
offset inflation at their next ministerial 
meeting opening Sept. 24 in Vienna. 
Meanwhile, at its closing session 
today, OPEC was to issue a com­ 
munique 
announcing 
that 
in­ 
ternational oil prices will be quoted in 
the International Monetary Fund’s 
special drawing rights, or SDR’s, 
instead of the U.S. dollar. The SDR is 
an international currency whose value 
is determined by the average of 16 
major national currencies. 
The change is intended to com­ 
pensate the oil countries for losses 
caused by the devaluation of the dollar 
since a price freeze on OPEC oil went 
into effect. Hernandez Acosta told 
newsmen the new price structure 
would mean an increase of less than 30 
cents per barrel in dollar terms, and 
the effect on retail prices of petroleum 
products should be almost un­ 
noticeable. 
A committee of experts will meet in 
Vienna in July to discuss how large the 
price increase should be and when it 
should become effective. The basic 
price of Persian Gulf crude oil has 
been frozen at $10.46 a barrel since 
January 1974. The freeze expires Sept. 
30.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio (AP) - 
Curiosity killed the cat, but it just led 
David Mason into a daily schedule that 
would have an Olympic athlete puf­ 
fing. 
“I get so curious about things 
sometimes it almost drives me crazy 
until I can find out about them,” said 
Mason, a research scientist at Wit­ 
tenberg University. 
So, he begins his day at 4 a.m. 
playing trumpet in his laboratory. No 
one complains, because among other 
things Mason studies karate. “I can 
think better in the morning when 
there’s no one around but me,” he said. 
“My playing relaxes me and I enjoy 
it.” 
Mason usually plays his trumpet 
perched on a stool in his biology 
laboratory, and usually the music was 
written by Bach or Handel. 
His curiosity has led him into many 
activities, beginning with research on 
fungus, playing trumpet with the 
Springfield Symphony and the Civic 
Opera orchestras and refinishing and 
rebuilding antiques. His spare time is 
spent writing plays and television 
scripts. 
Before working eight years for a 
doctorate from the University of 
Wisconsin, Mason played four years 
with the Navy band, and studied for 
the priesthood at two seminaries. 
He added drums and the French 
horn to his repertoire after studying 
with the assistant conductor of the 
National Symphony in Washington,

He was a graduate assistant in 
general botany at the University of 
Wisconsin, then worked as a research 
associate studying fungus diseases.

In the fall term Mason arrives home 
in the evening for a late supper, then 
returns to work individually with 
students until IO p.m. During the other 
two school terms, he spends most of 
this time teaching and researching. 
Students like him so well they 
elected him to membership in 
“Shifters,” a campus organization 
that singles out individuals considered 
to have the proper spirit and com­ 
mitment to the university. 
“I have a chance to learn scuba 
diving now,” said Mason, “but I think 
my wife is going to squash that idea.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — There is no 
evidence that more than one gunman 
was involved in the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy or that the 
Central Intelligence Agency was in­ 
volved in the murder, the Rockefeller 
Commission says. 
The panel in effect confirmed the 
basis of the Warren Commission’s 
conclusion nearly ll years ago that 
Lee Harvey Oswald acted alone in 
assassinating Kennedy. The panel also 
discounted all of the major conspiracy 
theories surrounding the slaying. 
The Rockefeller report also rejected 
claims that photos showed E. Howard 
Hunt and Frank Sturgis, who later took 
part in the Watergate burglary, were 
at the asassination scene in Dallas, 
Tex. 
However, an expert medical witness 
whose testimony was included in the 
report 
says 
his 
views 
were 
m isrepresented and that he still 
believes at least two gunman were 
involved in the Nov. 22, 1963, slaying. 
Cyril H. Wecht, a forensic pa­ 
thologist, coroner of Allegheny County, 
Pa., and longtime critic of the Warren 
Commission’s conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone in the 
assassination, said the statements at­ 
tributed to him by the Rockefeller 


panel are “reprehensible and an in­ 
sult." 
He challenged the commission to 
release transcripts of his interview 
with a commission attorney. 
The report indicated Wecht had 
changed his mind about the number of 
gunmen and their location. It quoted 
him as saying “the available evidence 
all points to the President being struck 
by two bullets coming from the rear, 
and that no support can be found for 
theories which postulate gunmen to the 
front or right front of the presidential 
car." 


Wecht said he still believes at least 
two gunmen were involved and that 
one fired from a knoll to the right front 
of Kennedy’s auto. 


The Rockefeller panel said a 
detailed analysis of movie film taken 
at the moment of the shooting and a re­ 
examination of the records of the 
Kennedy autopsy disprove the con­ 
tention that Kennedy was shot by a 
sniper hiding to the right front of the 
presidential motorcade. 
It also said there is no credible 
evidence showing that the CIA had any 
connection with Oswald or with Jack 
Ruby, the Dallas nightclub operator 
who shot and killed Oswald.

Funds Decide 
UC Affiliation 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)- Full 
state affiliation of the University of 
Cincinnati may hinge on a vote of the 
Ohio Senate Finance Committee, 
which may slash a $20.5 million in­ 
ducement for the the municipally- 
owned institution to join th 2 state 
system. 


Cincinnati City Council Wednesday 
endorsed the proposed state affiliation, 
but two council members said the en­ 
dorsement should be withdrawn if the 
Ohio Legislature reneges on the funds. 
Ohio Sen. Stanley Aronoff, R- 
Hamilton County, a member of the 
committee said the Democratic 
legislative leadership may move to 
slash the funds promised Cincinnati if 
it joins the state system by July 1,1976. 


Aronoff said Finance Committee 
Chairman 
Harry 
Meshel, 
D- 
Youngstown, “has not denied that he 
has prepared an amendment to slash 
UC’s supplemental appropration by up 
to $5 million a year.” 


UC is partially supported now bv 
some state funds. The two-year ap­ 
propriations budget approved by the 
Ohio House would provide UC $84.6 
million, $20.5 million of that contingent 
upon affiliation. 
Majority House leader Ohio Rep. 
William Mallory, D-Cincinnati, said 
the proposal to slash the funds was 
sparked by a $94 million deficit in the 
proposed 1975-77 state budget. 
Mallory said that despite cuts in 
funding, the school “will be better off 
in the long run if it goes with the state. 
UC wouldn’t be in this position now if it 
were a state school.”

Mastorakis said Wednesday he made 
the offer to Mrs. Onassis through Clem 
Wood, a writer working on the film 
script on the later years of the life of 
the Greek shipping magnate. 
Mastorakis said he had proposed the 
role to Mrs. Onassis “not only for the 
commercial value but also because as 
an intelligent and beautiful lady she 
could make a very good actress and 
contribute both to the aesthetic and 
artistic value of the film.” 
After being told that Mrs. Onassis 
was not interested, Mastorakis said he 
would offer the role to English actress 
Julie Christie.

I believe 
we need more wholesome family 
entertainment so I’ll just wait for the 
right scripts to come along,” said the 
former Bexley, Ohio, beauty. 
She has appeared in local com­ 
mercials on Columbus TV stations as 
well as on national screens on behalf of 
a soup company. 
Laurie is particularly anxious to 
make good in films and TV because it 
will help put her husband, John Lurie,

The 26-year-old Miss Schaefer was 
on the road all but two weeks last year 
working the dinner theatre circuit and 
emceeing Miss America preliminaries 
in various states. 
“John and I only see each other a 
few times a year,” she said. “But he 
tried for years to get into medical 
schools in this country and he wasn’t 
accepted. He had excellent grades and 
recommendations from top people, 
including an Ohio governor, and he 
still didn’t get in.” 
She explained that most medical 
schools are filled up and Lurie’s age of 
29 worked against him. 
“We decided to move to the west 
coast where I could concentrate on 
films and commercials while he went 
to medical school in Mexico,” she said. 


When they finally do get together, 
the Luries live in a large rambling 
house in the San Fernando Valley. 
Preliminary judging in the Miss 
Ohio pageant was to begin tonight. The 
pageant will conclude Saturday night

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope Paul 
VI has made a plea for reconciliation 
among Roman Catholics. 
During his weekly general audience 
on Wednesday, the Pope said that if he 
had offended those defecting or 
rebelling against the Church he was 
asking them to pardon him. 
“Have we offended them?” the Pope 
asked. “We want to assure them that 
this was not our intention and that, 
anyway, we will be the first to ask 
them to pardon us.”

Pac-8 Wouldn't Mind Bowls 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - “There’s 
a jungle of bowl games out there,” a 
Pacific-8 Conference athletic director, 
Joe Ruetz of Stanford, said recently. 
Pac-8 and Big Ten football teams 
may finally be entering the jungle, 
after 18 years with a Rose Bowl-or-bust 
policy. 
A change in Big Ten policy became 
virtually certain Tuesday when 
Michigan, nosed out of the race to the 
Rose Bowl by Ohio State the last three 
years, went on record as favoring the 
proposal to let conference teams ac­ 
cept bids to the Orange Bowl, Cotton 
Bowl, Sugar Bowl, etc. 
Michigan became the sixth Big Ten 
school to go along with the proposal, 
and a simple majority was needed. 
“Whatever action we take in regard 
to participation in other games shall 
not in any way detract from the stature 
of the Rose Bowl,” Wiles Hallock, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Pac-8 said 
Wednesday. 
“The Pacific-8 Council substantially 
favors participation in other bowls,” 
he added, indicating the shift in 
thinking since last fall when a majority 


of university presidents and athletic 
directors, including Ruetz, seemed 
opposed to a change. 
Now, it’s up to the Pac-8. If the West 
Coast group votes the same way, the 
policy change will go into effect. If the 
Pac votes no, the Big Ten will still be 
tied to the current Rose Bowl setup. 
Hallock said there would be a Pac-8 
vote by mail or telephone.

A White House source 
says Ford wants all CIA probes 
Women Issue 
Bill Of Rights 


NEW YORK (AP) - Charging that 
“women have been relegated to an 
inferior position in a male-dominated 
sports world,” a group of prominent 
sports women has issued a 10-point 
“Bill of Rights” demanding equal 
treatment. 
Gladys Heldman, founder of World 
Tennis Magazine, and IO other women 
issued the statement. All were brought 
together as sports consultants for the 
U.S. Center on the International 
Women’s Year and the State Depart­ 
ment. 
The resolution calls for equal 
treatment of women in all areas of 
sports, at all levels. It asks for equal 
school and college athletic facilities, 
equal hiring practices in sports posi­ 
tions and equal representation on such 
governing bodies as the International 
Olympic Committee, the U.S. Lawn 
Tennis Association and the amateur 
athletic federations. 
“We are placing our Bill of Rights 
with the State Department and sending 
copies to all of the ruling organizations 
and federations as well as the media,” 
said Mrs. Heldman from her home in 
Houston.

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Gas In Spray Cans May Be Harmful 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The gas that 
propels underarm deodorants as well 
as many other sprays may damage the 
world’s upper atmosphere and in­ 
crease the risk of skin cancer, a 
federal task force warned today. 
If so, it may be necessary to ban 
fluorocarbon gas from those super- 
civilized cans of aerosol deodorant, 
antiperspirant and hair spray, the 
group said. 
The cosmetics themselves could be 
used. But if no other gas propellant 
could be used in these products, the 
cosmetics would have to be applied 
with roll-on applicators, tubes, flasks 
or hand-squeezed atomizers. 
“ There seems to be legitimate cause 
for serious concern,” the panel con­ 
cluded after a five-month review of 
warnings that first surfaced a year ago 
that fluorocarbon gas may damage the 
protective ozone layer in the upper 
atmosphere. 
It recommended: 
—Immediate consideration of a 
requirement for labeling aerosol 
products using fluorocarbon gas. 


—International cooperation on 
studies and perhaps control of 
fluorocarbons. 
—Restriction of fluorocarbon uses 
especially in spray-cans if a more 
detailed study by the National 
Academy of Sciences confirms their 
suspected danger. 
—And quick passage by Congress of 
a proposed Toxic Substances Control 
Act that would provide broad federal 
authority to regulate not only the fluor­ 
ocarbons, but other possibly hazardous 
substances. 
In response to the task force report, 
a group representing the aerosol 
fluorocarbon industry said “ recent 
and 
potential 
discoveries 
and 
measurements of chlorine compounds 
in the atmosphere may ultimately in­ 
validate the theory that fluorocarbons 
may contribute to ozone depletion. 
The Aerosol Education Bureau 
statement quoted a DuPont Corp. 
research scientist, Richard Ward, as 
saying 
the 
government 
report 
“ essentially concurs with the in­ 
dustry’s position that there is no ap­ 


preciable danger in continued use of 
fluorocarbon compounds while studies 
are completed.” 
The task force, headed by the 
President’s Council on Environmental 
Quality and the Federal Council for 
Science 
and 
Technology, 
said 
fluorocarbons present a classic 
example of society’s ability to poison 
its environment on a global scale by 
some seemingly trivial activity. 
The fluorocarbons — generally 
chemical compounds of carbon, 
hydrogen, chlorine and fluorine — are 
commonly known as “ Freon,” one of 
their trade names. 
The task force reported that some 
13.8 billion pounds of two fluorocar­ 
bons nown as F-ll and F-12 have been 
produced so far worldwide, excluding 
the Soviet-Eastern Europe bloc. 
About half of the total was produced 


Kent Shooting Not 
Prompted By Thrown 
Items, Jury Hears 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P) — Nothing 
was thrown at retreating Ohio 
National Guardsmen five years ago in 
the final few minutes before they 
turned and fired on Kent State 
University students, one wounded 
former student and one ex-guardsman 
agreed Wednesday. 


Donald MacKenzie, the former 


student, said when guardsmen turned 
and opened fire, it had been two or 
three minutes since anything was 
thrown at them. 


James Ferris, the ex-guardsman, 
said he knew of nothing hurled at 
guardsmen during “the last few 
minutes” before they wheeled at the 
crest of Blanket Hill and fired, killing 
four students and wounding nine 
others. 
Before trial resumed, the judge gave 
former Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark 20 
days to show why he should not be held 
in contempt for allegedly violating an 
April 26 order that attorneys in the 
case should not discuss it with 
newsmen. 
U.S. District Court Judge Don Young 
issued the order after viewing film of 
two television interviews Clark gave in 
Columbus on May 30. He said the 
evidence suggested Clark violated an 
attorney’s code of ethics as well as the 
gag rule. 
Clark said in the interviews that a 
verdict against the guardsmen would 
serve as a deterrent to abuses in law 
enforcement. He said the lesson of 
such a finding would be that when men 
go onto a campus and shoot students, 
“they will pay the price.” 
Through one of the plaintiffs’ 
lawyers, Clark responded that he had 
not been connected with the case since 
the end of April and that the silence 
order never had been communicated 
to him. He was a member of the 
plaintiffs’ team of attorneys in some 
pretrial hearings. 
Ferris, from North Lawrence, said 
he fired twice in the air after fellow 
guardsmen started shooting because 
the nearest students he saw, a group of 
three or four, were by a walkway 50 
feet distant. “ I saw no necessity in 
firing straight ahead,” he said. 
MacKenzie, a carpenter from 
Frenchtown, N .J., said the last stones 
he saw hurled at guardsmen flew onto 
a practice football field as the troops 
prepared to leave and walk back up 
Blanket Hill. 
He told jurors hearing claims for $46 
million in damages stemming from the 
shootings that he was knocked off his 
feet by a bullet while about 500 feet 
from the troops and running away. He 
showed the court where the bullet 
entered the back of his neck and exited 
below his left eye. 
The wounded and parents of the dead 
seek the damages from Gov. James 
Rhodes, three ex-state officials and 40 
former and present guardsmen. 
Ferris became the third witness, and 
the second guardsman, to testify that 
the first shot fired May 4, 1970, was 


heard while the troops were still on the 
practice football field. Ferris said a 
guardsman fired a .45 caliber pistol 
into the air but that he could not be 
identified because he was wearing a 
gas mask. 
Earlier, a former Kent State 
professor of languages, testified that 
Gen. Robert Canterbury, commander 
of guardsmen on the campus, refused 
a chance to defuse a tense situation 
after the shootings and threatened to 
order an attack on students as­ 
sembling on the campus Commons. 
Gerald Kamber said he dismissed a 
French class when he heard the 
shooting and rushed to the Commons, 
where he found other faculty members 
trying to calm students gathering 
there across from guardsmen. 
Kamber said he suggested to Can­ 
terbury that he withdraw the troops 
from sight so students could be en­ 
couraged to leave the area. Kamber 
said Canterbury rejected the idea and 
then said of the students: “ They have 
five minutes to get out of here, and 
then my men are going to rush them.”

A 
reduction of ozone may let more 
ultraviolet radiation through and the 
increased radiation may increase skin 
cancers throughout the world. 
Ohio Rail Transportation 
Authority OKd By Solons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
Senate narrowly approved a House- 
passed bill Wednesday to create an 
Ohio Rail Transportation Authority 
over charges its sponsors had “ the 
cart before the horse.” 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 
Ashland, and others referred to a 
constitutional 
amendment,

NEW YORK (AP) - In the 
spring of 1974, the Public 
Broadcasting Service tested 
telecasting-by-satellite with a 
mobile ground terminal it 
moved around to 18 public TV 
stations in the Northeast and 
Midwest. 
Now, PBS and the Corpo­ 
ration for Public Broad­ 
casting are seeking con­ 
struction bids for 150 per­ 
manent receive-only satellite 
earth 
terminals 
which 
someday may be installed at 
PBS stations around the U.S. 
They say this doesn’t mean 
they definitely plan to buy the 
units. It’s just another step in 
a long-range feasibility study 
on the use of satellites instead 
of phone lines for national 
broadcasts by PBS. 
But the purchase could 
prove a major step forward in 
domestic 
telecasting 
by 
satellite, now planned only by 
a major cable TV company, 
Home Box Office, Inc., and 
Television News, Inc., a TV 
news firm. 
A decision on whether PBS 
will shift to satellites for na­ 
tional program transmission 
probably will be made this 
fall, says CPB president 
Henry Lommis. 
He said there’ve been esti­ 
mates the 150 ground ter­ 
minals on which bids are 
invited would cost $100,000 
each, “but we’re hoping that 
amount might be reduced 
significantly because of the 
volume.” 
He estimated that the 
current system of tran­ 
smitting 
PBS 
shows to 
stations by land line costs 
between $6 million and $7 


million annually. 
Doing it by 
domestic 
satellite would cut costs only 
slightly, he added. 
But he said the satellite 
system would give PBS far 
more flexibility because 
satellites have multi-channel 
broadcasting capability. It 
means PBS could transmit 
four shows simultaneously if 
it chose to. 
“Right now, you only have 
one telephone line, so you can 
only have one program at a 
time on it,” Loomis said. 
“And that makes it very 
difficult to have diversity. 
“With 
this 
(satellite) 
system, for about the same 
amount of money, you would 
have the equivalent of four 
telephone lines, which you 
couldn’t 
get terrestially 
without paying an arm and a 
leg. 
“It means that any station, 
by a click of a switch, could 
take whichever of four shows 
suits them at that particular 
moment.”

County Auditor . . . 


MAY WE HELP YOU?—People who come to 
the counter at the county auditor’s office will 
probably be helped by one of these ladies who 
work in the front office. Mrs. June Ankrom 
right, head of the front office, has been a 
deputy auditor for seven years. Most of her 


work deals with the real estate records. Mrs. 
Maxine Wilson, left, has worked in the 
personal property tax department for over 16 
years.

schools and townships. Classified 
money goes to the public library. 
Mrs. Wilson reminds us that the 
personal property records are the only 
ones in the auditor’s office that are not 
open to the public. 
In addition, she sets up the board of 
health budget for corporations and 
townships. 
Mrs. Ankrom, as chief deputy in the 
front office, handles the real estate 
deeds. She collects millage fees at the 
rate of ten cents per $100 on each real 
estate transfer and keeps a record of 
all the transfers. 
Real estate transfers are first 
brought to the auditor’s office and 
placed on register lists before they are 
taken to the county recorder’s office 
for official recording. 
The auditor’s register lists include 
all the property in the county, and how 
much each piece of land brought at its 
last sale. 
Also part of Mrs. Ankrom’s job is the 
preparation of the real estate tax list 
and the treasurer’s duplicate. All the 
information is compiled in the 
auditor’s office which is used to make 
the tax payments. 
Mrs. Remy’s office works closely 
with both the county treasurer, Robert 
Wood and the county recorder, Hazel 
Yeatts. 
The new auditor was elected to the 
office in November, 1974 and took 
office in March of this year. Prior to 
her election, Mrs. Remy worked for 
nine years in the office under the 
previous auditor, Marvine Rhoades. 
By virtue of her office, Mrs. Remy is 
automatically secretary of the Board 
of Revision and the Budget Com­ 
mission. The Board of Revision is 
made up of the county treasurer, the 
county auditor and the chairman of the 
county commissioners. The Budget 
Commission is made up of the 
treasurer, the auditor and the county 
prosecutor. 
Part of the work the auditor has 
delegated to herself is the computation 


of all the taxes and bond certificates. 
She prepares the tax rates for the 
budget commission. The commission 
goes over the budget for the schools, 
county trustees and corporations and 
then forwards the budgets submitted 
by these officials to the county com­ 
missioners. Mrs. Remy must have at 
her fingertips the exact amount of 
money available to each group. 
Mary Rhoades reminds people 
who are planning to file for a disability 
under the homestead act that the 
deadline is Aug. I. Miss Rhoades is in 
charge of the house trailer taxes and 
the homestead exemptions. She too, 
must keep a record of all delinquent 
taxes in her department. Unlike many 
other county auditors’ offices, Miss 
Rhoades sends out reminders of when 
the house trailer taxes are due. 
A record of all assessments is kept in 
the office. Assessments are usually 
collected at the same time as the real 
estate taxes. 
Mrs. Wilson remembers that at one 
time the auditor was the clerk of the 
county commissioners and the com­ 
missioners’ office was in the present 
auditor’s bookkeeping office. 
White reminiscing about early days 
of the county auditors, the girls told 
that in years past, the county payroll 
was sent to the treasurer in one check. 
As the workers came into the office, 
they were paid in cash. 
Since all the county offices have 
their relics of the past, Mrs. Remy 
proudly displayed her prized set of 
weights and m easures. The old 
utensils are made of solid copper and 
were once used as the standard for the 
county’s weights and measurers. A 
tiny balance scale is tucked away with 
the rest of the early pieces. 
The set of measures found in Mrs. 
Remy’s office is one of the few left in 
the state and is thought to be the only 
existing complete set. 
Sheldon Grimes and Charles Carter 
are employed in the capacity as 
sealers of weights and measures. They 
check 
scales, 
gasoline 
pumps, 


packages in stores and elevators at 
grain companies. Mrs. Remy said they 
acted mostly in the realm of consumer 
protection. 
Perhaps one of the most interesting 
jobs taken care of by the auditor’s staff 
is the checking inventories of the 
safety deposit boxes of deceased 
persons. Mrs. Ankrom is called to the 
bank to take inventory of all valuables 
and money in the boxes upon the death 
of its renter. 
She 
explains 
that 
the 
bank 
automatically seals each box when the 
renter dies. She said she found the job 
very interesting even though she felt 
like she was snooping at times. 
Valuable information for prospec­ 
t s homebuyers is available in the 
auditor’s office. A list of property 
cards is kept with the owner, address, 
type of dwelling on the property, 
sketch of the floorplan and various 
other particulars. The list is broken 
down into the corporations, school 
districts and townships according to 
the location of the property. 
The new appraisal on real property 
will be effective on the 1975 tax 
duplicates. Those taxes are payable in 
1976. Mrs. Remy said with the new 
system, the property will be evaluated 
at its market value and the owner will 
pay taxes on 35 per cent of that value. 
A multitude of little jobs also make 
up the days of the deputy auditors. As 
part of the everyday counter work 
they act as agents for dog, cigarette,
